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On  March  8,  1908,  the  garment  workers 
on  New  York's  Lower  East  Side  held  a  mass  demon- 
stration to  protest  sweat  shops  and  child  labor, 
and  to  demand  the  right  to  vote  for  women.   In 
1910,  in  tribute  to  this  historical  demonstra- 
tion by  working  women,  Clara  Zetkin  raised  a 
motion  at  the  Socialist  International  Congress 
in  Copenhagen  to  immortalize  this  day  as  an 
international  working  women's  holiday.   The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Lenin,  and  from  that 
time,  International  Women's  Day  was  celebrated 
in  the  Soviet  Union,  parts  of  Europe,  and 
by  international  Socialist  organizations. 

Perhaps  the  most  historically  influential 
International  Women's  Day  since  that  time  was 
in  1917  in  St.  Petersburg,  when  working  worn  n 
demonstrated  to  put  an  end  to  the  Czar's  rule, 
World  War  I,  and  to  the  extreme  food  shortages 
that  existed  in  Russia  at  that  time.   At  that 
time,  Russia  was  operating  under  the  Greek  Ortho- 
dox calendar,  and  their  demonstration  actually 
took  place  on  February  23rd,  which  was  their 
calendrical  equivalent  of  March  8th.   In  four 
days,  the  strikes  and  demonstrations  spread, 
eventually  culminating  with  the  Czar  being 
ousted,  and  Lenin  being  able  to  return  to  his 
home  from  exile  in  Switzerland. 

In  the  meantime,  International  Women's  Day 
was  "forgotten"  in  America  because,  like  May 
Day,  it  was  adopted  by  the  Soviet  Union  and 
other  socialist  nations.   In  1969,  Laura  X,  now 
of  the  Women's  History  Library  in  Berkeley, 
California  rediscovered  these  facts,  and  as  a 
result  of  her  work,  International  Women's  Day 
was  formally  celebrated  in  the  country  of  its 
origin  for  the  first  time  in  decades.   Since 
1969,  increasing  numbers  of  people  all  around 
the  world' have  helped  to  revive  this  day,  in 
honor  of  women  throughout  the  world.

Hopefully,  we  can  keep  full-time 
development  going  strong  outside  of  the  station, 
and  thus  can  eliminate  all  on-air  fundraising 
appeals  except  for  our  bi-annual  marathons. 

WPFW  is  free-speech  community  radio  in 
Washington.   I  urge  you  to  get  involved  with 
your  station.   Please  feel  free  to  contact  me 
with  any  other  suggestions  that  you  may  have 
to  offer.   A  true  community  media  outlet  needs 
to  hear  the  voice  of  the  community  as  often  as 
possible .

To  many  people  in  this  country,  the 
"Bakke  decision"— in  which  Alan  Bakke, 
a  white  student  denied  admission  to  the 
University  of  California,  filed  a  suit 
against  the  University,  claiming  that  he 
was  rejected  because  he  is  white,  and  that 
this  is  therefore  "reverse  discrimination." 
Bakke's  suit  was  upheld  in  court,  in  his 
favor.  The  University  of  California  is  now 
filing  an  appeal,  which  will  before  the 
Supreme  Court— symbolizes  the  question 
of  whether  gains  fought  for  and  achieved 
in  the  area  of  civil  rights  are  to  be  lost. 
In  an  address  to  an  audience  at  the  All 
Souls  Church  in  Washington,  D.C, 
Lawyer  Arthur  Kinoy  discusses  the 
implications  of  the  Bakke  decision, 
comparing  it  to  the  struggles  in  the 


50's  and  60's.  Kinoy  states  that  the 
Bakke  case  has  the  potential  to  get  dif- 
ferent segments  of  society  to  work  to- 
gether to  achieve  the  common  goal  of 
equality  and  freedom.  He  points  out  that 
business  interests  want  to  keep  people 
divided  along  lines  of  class,  race  and 
sex,  because  once  people  overcome  these 
barriers  and  unite,  there  will  be  no  way  to 
stop  them  forcing  corporations  to  meet 
their  needs.

Dilthey  said  what  is  lovely  to  remember: 

that  life  like  music  has  no  meaning  beyond  itself 

I  think  of  his  idea  after  a  long  day  divining, 

and  relax  in  that  meaning-- 

one  tome  after  another  of  feathery  prose 

led  him  through  his  largely  unfinished 

body  of  work,  and  his  circle  remained  open.

RGG:  Lil,  what  was  your  initial  intro  to  jazz? 

LG:   In  the  home  it  was  the  late  forties,  early 
fifties.   I  had  an  aunt  who  used  to  sing  Billie 
Holiday,  and  she  could  really  sing.   I  heard 
that  in  the  house  all  the  time.   In  school  that 
was  funny,  you  know---  that  was  old  people's 
music.   But,  that's  the  kind  of  music  I  came  up 
around.   I  guess  I  was  into  jazz  in  my  early 
teens.   During  my  later  teens  I  was  well  into 
jazz  during  the  be-bop  era. 

RGG:  At  such  a  young  age,  how  was  it  possible 
to  nurture  and  maintain  your  interest  in  the 
music? 

LG :   My  aunt  used  to  put  on  stage  shows  in  the 
home --in  the  back  yard  and  house  parties.   They 
used  to  make  us  get  up  and  sing  and  dance  like 
the  chorus  line.   One  had  to  sing  like  Billie, 
one  had  to  sing  like  Ella.   We  even  practiced 
religiously  like  we  were  in  school.   My  mother 
would  play  the  piano  and  they  would  have  their 
house  party.   In  the  summertime  we  would  do  it 
maybe  twice  a  month,  and  in  the  winter  maybe 
once.  We'd  make  crepe  paper  costumes,  my  mother 
would  always  sing  Stormy  Monday  and  she'd  play 
Fats  Waller  music.   I'll  never  forget  it  be- 
cuuse  a  lady  named  Lalabelle  and  my  aunt  used 
to  do  interpretations.   My  aunt  used  to  do  Billie 
and  Lala  could  do  anybody-she  sould  make  herself 
cry,  my  husband  can  tell  you  that-she  was  so 
crazy  and  rhat  woman  could  dance-she 
all  kinds  of  stuff! 

RGG:   Being  a  Washingtonian  myself,  I  know  that 
D.C.  has  an  untapped  resevoir  of  talent. 

LG :   Yeah-it  sure  does-'cause  my  mother  used  to 
fill  the  house  during  shows.   They  would  just 
sing  and  wait  on  the  tables,  you  know.   If 
people  wanted  pig  feet,  chicken,  whatever, my 
mother  would  cook  the  food  and  they'd  have 
their  little  short  dresses  on  and  aprons  and  go 
singing  with  trays  walking  around.   We  had  to 
be  in  those  shows,  and  sometimes  I'd  say  'Ma, 
I  don't  want  to  be  in  that  ole  show,'  She'd  say, 
"You'd  better  get  on  out  there  and  practice!" 
My  older  sister,  myself,  and  the  sister  under 

me  who  used  to  dance  like  she  was  drunk  

she'd  do  the  drunken  man's  dance.   All  of  us 
girls  had  to  be  in  it.   And  then  when  the 
peole  would  start  drinking  too  much,  we 


would  go  to  bed.   My  mother  was  very  funny 
about  us.   We  did  things  together  as  a  family. 
We  had  to  be  in  those  little  skits.   My 
mother  and  aunt  and  her  friends  used  to  sit 
down  and  plan  it  just  like  it  was  a  big 
production.   To  me  it  was  like  a  movie, 
because  I  didn't  go  to  that  many  movies  - 
she  wouldn't  let  me  -  she  wouldn't  let  me 
play  with  too  many  kids  on  the  block.   It 
wasn't  that  she  thought  that  we  were  better 
than  other  people  -  she  just  wanted  some- 
thing good  for  her  kids.   I  was  born  and 
raised  in  an  area  of  low  and  middle  socio- 
economic standing.   I'll  never  forget  where 
I  came  from.   I  came  up  in  that  atmosphere 
where  people  hustled,  you  know  -  and  that's 
how  Black  people  had  to  survive. 

RGG:  And  they  did  it  hoping  that  their  kids 
wouldn't  have  to  do  it. 

LG :  You're  right  -  my  mother  would  say  that 
she  wanted  me  to  grow  up  and  get  out  of 
there.   She'd  say  'I'm  here  because  I  have 
alot  of  children  -  if  I  go  off  to  work,  I 
won't  know  how  these  women  are  going  to 
take  care  of  my  children."   She  never  worked 
out  of  the  house  -  never! 

RGG:  What  are  alL  of  your  present  involve- 
ments, save  for  WPFW? 

LG :   The  Summer  Programs    the  New  Reed  Learn- 
ing Center  which  is  the  Morgan  Community 
School.   I  was  one  of  the  initiators  to  get 
the  school  .to  become  a  community  school  and 
to  set  up  the  Warehouse  for  the  Comprehensive 
Community  Care  Clinic.   In  the  Neighborhood 
Planning  Counsel,  I  was  NCP  Chairperson  for 
two  years.   In  the  Garrison  School,  I've  been 
setting  up  classes  for  the  Women's  Programs 
(School  of  Continuing  Education    University 
of  the  District  of  Columbia) -which  is  still  in 
its  embryonic  stages.   I've  also  done  work  at 
the  Halfway  House  in  N.E.(Task  Force  for  Liter- 
acy for  prison  inmates).   I'm  now  in  the  process 
of  setting  up  programs  with  the  Youth  Advocacy 
at  the  Center  which  is  taking  over  the  Y.O.C. 
under  the  Mayor.   I've  just  gotten  my  degree  at 
Antioch,  and  I  am  considering  enrolling  at  U.D.C. 
for  my  mast er s . 

RGG:  Let's  back  up  for  a  minute.   Many  of  us 
don't  realise  the  successful  artists  of  today 
who  came  through  the  Howard  Theatre.   Not  only 
people  in  the  R&B  movement,  but  jazz  folks  as 
well.   Call  to  mind,  if  you  will,  the  artist 
that  you  most  remember. 

LG:   Dinah  Washington .   She  could  sing  -- !  Dinah 
was  so  very  arrogant.  To  us  it  was  funny  to  see 
her  act  so  nasty.   When  you're  sixteen  or  seven- 
teen, that's  funny  --  and  when  you  get  older,  it's 
silly.   She'd  walk  on  the  stage  and  we'd  say 
ooooooooooooooooohhhhhhhh  — !  And  she  would  get 
so  angry.   And  we  knew  she  would.   If  you  did 
that  to  Sarah  or  Ella,  they  would  laugh,  and  Nancy 
tool   But  Dinah  •■•  she  would  stop  singing  and  walk 
off  the  stage    curse  like  a  sailor  -  and  tell  you 
to  meet  her  out  back.... 

If  you  didn't  meet  lil  when  she  and  her  husband 
Charlie  owned  Dingane's  Den,  a  once  popular  jazz 
club  in  D.C.  during  the  late  sixties  -  early 
seventies,  then  you  are  invited  to  meet  her  on 
'Green  Dolphin  Street'  every  Monday  on  WPFW. 
You're  likely  to  hear  recounted  untold  stories  of 
Gloria  Lynn ,  Lena  Home,  Billy  Eckstine's  road 
show  with  Redd  Fox,  and  hours  more  of  satisfying 
jazz.
